Has Four $10,000 Pillars 


Entrance Hall, With 40-Foot Walls of Marble, 
Is Equivalent in Height to 
Three Floors 


Nearing completion, the lobby of 


chamber of striking beauty, with 
lofty walls of creamy marble, four 
tremendous columns of black mar- 
able and an unusual ceiling paint- 
ed red, blue and gold. There is a 
warmth of color, coupled with sim- 
plicity, unlike the rotundas of oth- 
er public buildings here. 

It is costing more than $80,000 
to create the lobby, according to 
estimates of representatives of the 
architects. Each of the four col- 
umns cost about $10,000. A close 
estimate of the expense of this im- 
posing entrance place is not avail- 
able. The architects point out that 
a considerable expenditure is neces- 
sary to make the big lobby attrac- 
tive and in keeping with the char- 
acter of the skyscraping court- 
house. 

The building, which may be 
ready for occupancy by autumn, 
will cost $4,500,000 or more, ex- 
clusive of the site. The 1923 bond 
issue provided $4,000,000 for it 
and the city found it necesary to 
appropriate $500,000 more from 
general revenue in order to com- 
plete the court rooms and other 
quarters and provide entrance 
steps. 

Of Greek design,: the lobby is 
about 40 feet high. the equivalent 
in height of the first floor, mez- 
zanine and second floor. It runs 
the length of the building, 140 feet 
by inside measurement, connecting 
the two entrances, at the west and 
east ends. It is 30 feet wide except 
that narrow wings at either end 
have a width of 50 feet. Human 
figures seem tiny in comparison 
with this vast interior. 

Wallis of Plain Marble. 


Each entrance consists of three 
revolving doors in handsome cast 
iron frames. Above each door is a 
huge window of amall, ornamental 
panes, in steel frames. The greater 
part of the wall spaces are of 
smooth, »lain marble. On each side 
is a bank of five elevator doors, 
but only three elevators are being 
installed on each side at present. 

The four columns are conspicu- 
ous—two at either end. They are 
of the Ionic order with circular 
bases, now temporarily concealed 
by protective housings. Concealed 
within them are steel posts essen- 
tlal to the support of the great 
weight above. To cover the metal, 


quired for each column, and each 
section weighs about one ton. The 
bases are of Belgian black marble, 
brought from Belgium, like the 
narrow strip forming the bottom 
of the walls. The fluted shafts are 
of an imported marble called black 
and gold, which is essentially black 
but mottled with veins of gold, 
cream and gray. The caps are of 
creamy Ftalian travertine marble, 
with the volutes decorated in red 
and gold. 

Travertine Marble for Walls. 
Travertine marble from Italy, 
which has a warm, creamy tex- 
ture with sporadic imperfections 
adding to the appearance, forms 
the walls. The lower eight feet are 
polished, being beneath a frieze 
of the same material, carved with 
conventional designs in lew relief 
and with bits of gold leaf to bring 
out the figures. 

The ceiling is fabricated of plas- 
ter of Paris and is suspended six 
feet below the third floor. It is 
broken by a series of small artifi- 
clal beams. The ornamentation is 
of oli paint, over which is a pro- 
tective coating of starch. When 
the ceiling must be washed the

There are four tall doors in the 
main lobby, one near each corner. 
Those on the south side connect 
with the future Circuit Clerk’s of- 
fice while those on the north enter 
a space that will be vacant at first. 
A carved panel above each door 
consists of thir design: An open 
book in the center with the Latin 
word “lux,” meaning “light”; a 
sword across the book and rays 
emanating from it; on either side 
an eagle, one with the scales of 
Justice and one with the lamp of 
Wisdom. Each corner of the 
lobby wings has a smaller door, 
above which are carved the Mo- 
saic tablets of the Ten Command- 
ments, 

Black Steel Doors. 

Each of the eight doors is of 
black steel, with red borders for 
the panels and with fittings and 
conventionalized lotus ornaments 
of bronze. Like all doors in the 
courthouse, their checks are con- 
cealed in the floor. The elevator 
doors have the same unusual col- 
oring and so do the cabs. Floor 
indicators, signs and signals for 
the elevators are of bronze. Set in 
the north wall is an electric clock. 
Radiators and fresh air shafts are 
hidden in the walls behind at- 
tractive cast iron grills. 

Three bronze chandeliers, each 
about nine feet high, will be sus- 
pended in the main lobby. There 
is a catwalk in the space above the 
ceiling from which the lighting 
fixtures may be lowered to the 
floor for attention. Three smaller 
chandeliers will go in the wings 
at each end. 

The lobby floor, now protected 
by heavy paper, is of Tennessee 
marble. which has a pinkish gray 
look, interspersed with strips of 
dark escallette marble.

BOND ISSUE GROUP CONSIDERS 
APPROPRIATIONS OF $185,000 


Ordinances Dealing With Tage BL, 
Watson Road and Playground 
Before Citizens’ Committee. 


Three proposed ordinances, ap- 


propriating more than $185,090, are 
being considered by the Citizens’ 
Bond Issue Supervisory Committee 
today. 

An appropriation of $33,920 to 
widen Page boulevard between 
Whittier and Pendleton streets 10 
feet on each side to give it a 60- 
foot width, and to construct a con- 
crete foundation on the widened 
portion, has been advocated by Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks. It is planned to pay for 
an asphalt top for the widened 
portion out of Street Department 
funds. 

Another proposed ordinance 
would appropriate $74,200 for the 
construction of a 17%-fcot con- 
crete slab on Watson road from 
Pernod avenue to the city limits. 
A slab of this width has been con- 
structed on the west side of the 
Watson road parkway. The pro- 
posal is for a similar slat on the 
east side. 

Property owners who were as- 
sessed $77,020 for the acquisition 
of land for a playground between 
Hickory, Eighth and Pau’ streets 
and Chouteau avenue have pre- 
pared a proposed relief ordinance 
to reimburse them out of bond is- 
sue funds.

Q. Ashburn, chairman of the In- 
land Waterways Corporation, on a 
recent conference between officials 
of the corporation and _ railroad 
representatives at which it was 
agreed that the Denison act did not 
apply to existing routes of the Gov- 
ernment barge line services. 

The Denison act provides for the 
approval of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission of joint rall- 
water freight rates on inland wa- 
terways, it was decided by the con- 
ference that the act applies only to 
new routes, rates and divisions 
which may be established in the 
future on the Government barge 
line services.

Lindauer said Ethrington admit- 
ted forging chattel mortgages 
and notes, and obtaining $10,000 
to $12,000 in the last year from 
the Belle-Clair company, and 
about $20,000 from the Belleville 
Finance Co., using the name of 
an actual buyer at some times and 
resorting to fictitious names at 
others. 

He evaded detection by keeping 
up monthly payments, Lindauer 
said.

MADRID, June 6.—The Council 
of the League of Nations met at a 
preliminary session today to con- 


sider the report of the Special 
Committee on Minority Problems 
which met in London in March. 
Today's session was held behind 
closed doors, in the Senate Build- 
ing. <A large crowd gathered to 
watch the entrance cf the dele- 
gates. 

Questions before the session to- 
day were principally phases of dif- 
ficulties peoples of various nations 
have had with the Governments 
exercising authority over them, 
Governments which, for them, are 
controlled by people of practically 
foreign tastes and standards. 

Previously these have been han- 
dled by a Special League Commit- 
tee of Three, which in this case is 
reporting to the League Council, 
where there was expected to be 
considerable argument over vari- 
ous national recommendations the 
Committee of Three has found in- 
acceptable. 

Among the delegates present 
were Foreign Minister Briand of 
France, Quinones de Leon of Spain 
and Scialoja of Italy. 

A special committee of the Coun- 
cil, which exhaustively studied re- 
torm proposals submitted by Ger- 
many and Canada at the last ses- 
gion in Geneva, has been unable to 
approve a majority of them. Dr. 
Gustave Stresemann, the German 
Foreign Minister, consequently, is 
expected to defend his suggestions 
warmly in the hope that the 
Council will modify the commit- 
tee’s report radically. The belief 
prevailed that the committee would 
be ready to make concessions on 
some points, but will strive for ac- 
ceptance of its main conclusions.

Effect of World War. 

The World War, which divided 
up Europe on new lines and espe- 
clally split up the major part of 
the old Austro-Hungarian empire, 
produced political conditions 
whereby millions of people now 
are living under what is to them a 
foreign flag. They are entitled to 
the political rights of their new 
land, but they are also entitled to 
keep their old cultural and linguis- 
tic privileges.

RESULT OF INQUIRY 
INTO POWER TRUST 


Statements Made by Some 
Publications Did Not 
Show Interest of Interna- 
tional Paper Co. 


By the,Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 6.—After 
Postmaster-Genera] Brown had 
transmitted to the Senate amend- 
ed statements of ownership of 13 
newspapers mentioned in testimony 
in the Federal Trade Commission's 
investigation of financial holdings 
in newspapers by power compa- 
nies, a bill to provide for disclos- 
ure of the “real ownership” of 
newspapers was introduced yester- 
day by Chairman Phipps of the 


Senate Postoffice Committee. 

The bill of Senator Phipps would 
amend the present law so that in 
addition to the names of stock- 
holders, bondholders or other se- 
curity holders, the Postoffice De- 
partment may require such infor- 
mation about the newspapers own- 
ership as it may desire. 

The Trade Commission mean- 
while announced the summoning 
of three witnesses, Joseph F. Mc- 
Gowin, Mobile, Ala., financier; 
Victor H. Hanson, proprietof and 
publisher of the Birmingham, Ala., 
News and the Age-Herald, and R. 
B. Chandler, publisher of the Mo- 
bile Press, to appear before it on 
June 14 in connection with fits in- 
quiry into power companies finan- 
cing of Alabama newspapers, 

The commission also has called 
Ira C. Copley, California and Illi- 
nols newspaper publisher, to ap- 
pear before it on June 13, This 
was done at his own request after 
charges that he owned public util- 
ity securities had been made by 
Senator Norris (Rep.) of Nebras- 
ka. Copley denied the assertions. 

What Statements Showed. 

The o-iginal Pobtoffice  state- 
ments of ow.ership, sent to the 
Senate several weeks ago, showed 
tiat only two of the 13 newspapers 
cited the International Paper and 
Power Co. or its subsidiaries as 
holding a financial interest in 
them. aA third said A. R. Grau- 
stein, president of the Interna- 
tional, had an itInterest in it. The 
remaining 10, all of which had 
been mentioned in the Trade Com- 
mission's investigation, mentioned 
no financial interest in them by 
the International or its subsidi- 
aries. 

Both the original and the 
amended statements were as of the 
date April 1, 

In its amended state, the Brook- 
lyn (N. Y.) Eagle said the Pied- 
mont Press Association, Inc. @ 
subsidiary of the International, had 
a financial interest in it. The 
Knickerbocker Press and the Eve- 
ning News, both published in Al- 
bany, N. Y., also cited that the 
Piedmont Press Association, Inc., 
owned “more than 1 per cent” of 
their stock. 

Frank E. Gannett of Rochester, 
N. Y¥., publisher of the three news- 
papers, however, since the trans- 
mission of the amended statements, 
has paid back to the International 
the entire financial holdings of 
that concern in the three newspa- 
pers. 

Amended Statements. 

Three newspapers, controlled by 
the Bryan-Thomason Newspapers, 
Inc., the Chicago Journal, the 
Tampa (Fla.) Tribune and the 
Green boro (N. C.) Record, in 
theiz amended statements to the 
P stoffice Department, sald deben- 
tures and preferred stcok in that 
corporation were held by William 
A. > Mulligan of Chicago, as agent 
or attorney for the International 
Paper Co. 

As in their original statement of 
ownership, the Spartanburg (& 
C.) Herald and the Journal said 
in their amended statement the 
stock was owned by the Herald- 
Journal company. 

Haroid Hall and William La- 
Varre, publishers of the Augusta 


(Ga.) Chronicle and the Columbia 
(8. C.) Record, reiterated in thelr 
amended statements that they were 
the sole owners, but explained that 
loans made to them by the Inter- 
national as disclosed in their testi. 
mony before the Federal Trade 
Commission, were dated after 
Aprii 1. 

Mali and LaVarre also testified 
they owned the two Spartanburg 
newspapers. 

The two newspapers that listed 
holdings of the International or its 
subsidiaries in their original state- 
ments were the Boston Herald and 
the Traveler. The Chicago Dally 
News, in its eriginal statement, 
named Graustein as the holder ol 
some of ita stock.

Another Manitoba frontier town, 
Mile 83, on the Hudson Bay Rali- 
way, suffered from fire Wednes- 
day. Fire starting in a residence 
swept to adjoining structures and 
15 dwellings and stores were de- 
stroyed.

T is impossible to hit a power-

position. And the matter of ring 
balance depends mainly upon the 
| Saaee. 

The orthodox style is with the 
left foot from 10 to 18 inches in 
front of the right, with the head 
and body turned a bit sideways 
and toward one’s own right. The 
theory is that when standing in 
this fashion a fighter is in posi- 
tion to shoot left jabs, cross with 
a right, and also is in a good de- 
fensive spot. 

It may all be true, but I never 
used that stance. : 

In my earliest ring days I fought 
what might be called 
In the late years I alternated that 
“face-on” position with the crouch. 

The advantage of the “face-on” 
as it worked with me, is this: 

l was always in position to shoot 
a KNOCKOUT PUNCH with 
EITHER HAND without radical 
shifting of either the body or the 
feet. For both hands are always 
cocked for knockout action. 

It was from this position that I 
worked my shift, which shift I will 
explain tater. 

Is Good on Defense. 

URTHERMORE, the “face-on”’ 
FF stance is a splendid defensive 

one. Note position of my 
hands. By a quick closing in of 
either fist I can block punches that 
are headed for my chin; just a 
simple dropping of one arm, and 
the body is covered. And ALL THE 
TIME the fist that isn’t defending 
is in HITTING POSITION, 

Every ringman knows that the 
hardest thing to do is to hit an 
enemy a solid punch while he is in 
a crouch, even as it is most diffi- 
cult to defend one self when the 
crouched fighter suddenly springs 
to full height and goes into cy- 
clonic attack. Therefore, if you 
cannot be hurt while in a low 
crouch, and if you can leap out of 
it and make a surprise attack on 
your enemy, doesn’t that prove the 
great value of a crouch? 


denly spring, the other fellow has 
to do plenty of hurried guessing. 
Are you going to nail him in the 
body—and with what hand? Are 
you going to smash along with an 
uppercut that gains momentum 
with your leap?

Remember Dave Shade.

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FARM AID FUND AVAILABLE 
AT ONCE UNDER NEW BILL 


Some Leaders Think 


Hoover Will Have to 


Recommend $500,000,000 Appropria- 
tion Immediately. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The 
language of the revised farm Dill, 
which became available today, led 
some farm leaders to express the 
opinion that President Hoover 
would have to recommend imi..edi- 
ately the appropriation of $500,- 
000,000 to stabilize agriculture. 

The section pertaining to the au- 
thorization of the revolving fund 
follows: 

“There is hereby authorized to be 
appropriated the sum of $500,000,- 
000, which shall be made available 
by the Congress as soon as prac- 
ticable after the approval of this 
act and shall constitute a revolving 
fund to be administered by the 
board as provided in this act.” 

Another aspect of the farm bill 
as reported by the Conference Com. 


mittee is the wording of the section 
relating to the function of a stabili-

reads: 
“Any stabilization. corporation 
for an agricultural commodity (1) 
may act as a marketing agency for 
its stockholders or members in pre-

As a part of its war activity, the 
Government took over and operat- 
ed the principal radio transmitting 
stations in the country, principally 
for the benefit of the navy. In 
charge of this operation was Ad- 
miral William H. G. Bullard, now 
dead, and Commander 8S. C. Cooper. 


Asks Company Not to Sell. 


A few weeks after the Navy’s 
purchase of the Schloemilch-Von 
Brunk patent, in February, 1919, it 
was announced that the General 
Electric Co. was negotiating for 
the sale of the Alexanderson patent 
to the British Marconi Co., for 
$5,000,000. Thereupon Admiral 
Bullard and Commander Hooper 
called on the officers of the Gen- 
eral Electric and urged them not 
to make the sale. In explaining 
what actuated him and Bullard, 
Hooper testified they knew Great 
Britain dominated the cable system 
of the world, and they were afraid 
that British interests would obtain 
a complete monopoly of commun- 
ication if able to obtain the Alex- 
anderson patent on radio transmis- 
sion. 

“We appealed to the General 
Electric not to sell the patent to 
the British,” he said, “because we 
knew if the British got it, no 
American company would ever get 
a start. After listening to our ap- 
peal, the General Electric officials 
decided not to. sell. But they 
wanted to know how they could get 
their money back. They had spent 
a lot of money developing these 
machines, and needed a market for 
them. We told them the only 
thing for them to do was to go into 
the radio,communications business, 
and form an American company.” 

As the outcome of this visit, 
General Electric Co. organized the 
Radio Corporation of America. 
Subsequently, other companies 
were allowed to participate in it, 
including the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., which had de- 
veloped certain patents, and the 
United Fruit Co., which had estab- 
lished a chain of stations in Latin 
America. Eventually. when the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing Co. began tu develop as 
a formidable competitor, it also 
was taken in. Finally the Victor 
Talking Machine Co. was merged 
with the Radio Corporation. 

Daniels Denies Taking Part. 

The patt taken by Bullard and 
Hooper in suggesting the organi- 
zation of the corporation has fre- 
quently been advanced by its offi- 
cers as a reason why it should re- 
ceive favored treatment from the 
Government. It has been stated 
the corporation was ‘“‘organized at 
the Government's request.” An of- 
ficial once asserted that it was or- 
ganized at the request of Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels, to which Dan- 
iels replied with an emphatic de- 
nial, declaring that he favored Gov- 
ernment ownership of transmitting 
stations. 

In the current number of the 
Saturday xvening Post, there ap- 
pears an article by Major-General 
James G. Harbord, president of 
the Radio Corporation, in which 
he states that the corporation was 
organized at the instance of Pres- 
ident Wilson. This is offered as 
a reason for favored treatment at 
the Government's hands. 

The testimony before the com- 
mittee, including that of Com- 
mander Hooper and other wit- 
negses, is that Bullard and Hooper 
acted on their own initiative, and 
made no pretense that they were 
acting on behalf of the Govern- 
ment. Subsequently Bullard had 
one of his subordinates write a let- 
ter to President Wilson, suggest- 
ing that Bullard attend the meet- 
ings at which the organization of 
the company was discussed fur- 
ther. A notation across this Iet- 
ter, “approved—Woodrow Wil- 
son,” apparently is the basis of 
the claim that the Government, 
and the President, “requested” the 
organization of the company.

UN EDUCATION 


Declares Church, Not State, 
Should Direct Training of 
Youth, and Nation Need 
Not Fear This Plan.

ROME, June 6.—Broad intima- 
tions that relations between the 
Vatican and the Italian State have 
been changed for the worse by 
Premier Mussolini’s recent utter- 
ances before the Chamber of Dep- 
uties and the Senate on the Lateran 
accords are contained in an open 
letter from Pope Pius XI to Car- 
dinal Gasparri, Papal Secretary of 
State, appearing in Osservatore 
Romano, 


In the letter occurs the passage: 
“It is surely instructive and pre- 
monitory for this purpose to reflect 
that notwithstanding all the labor 
involved, so little time has lapsed 
before we must lament with the 
prophet that this excellent aspect 
of things has changed, and that 
the pure joy of good Catholics and 
citizens in Italy and the whole 
world has been so painfully and 
unpleasantly interrupted, and this 
not without some people’s satis- 
faction, as is only too easily seen.” 

In addition to deploring this 
“unwelcome and dolorous rift” in 
the understanding between Italy 
and the Vatican, the Pope deplores 
that Mussolini in his speech be- 
fore the Chamber used “worse 
than heretical expressions ag to 
the very essence of Christianity 
and Catholicism.” 

Peace Will Last. 

Responding to the question, 
“Will Peace Last?” the Pontiff 
wrote: 

“We can say with perfect faith 
that the peace will last for two 
motives. The first is that after 
all we hold to our faith in the 
fidelity and good will of men. The 
second is that we constantly in- 
crease our faith in the help of God, 
by us and for us continually in- 
voked. 

“Those who stand together, fall 
together. If by consequence the 
Vatican City falls with the state, 
for our part, with Divine ald, we 
will build anew among the ruins.” 

There was condemnation for 
certain. expressions used by Mus- 
solini with reference to the nomi- 
nation of ecclesiastics and the 
“juridical personality of religious 
bodies.” The Pope said the lan- 
guage of the concordat differed 
from that used by the Premier and 
he declared that speech regarding 
such delicate matters should pay 
every attention to accuracy of 
phraseology. 

The letter praised the references 
which Mussolini made to the sa- 
cred character of Rome as the 
episcopal city of the successor of 
‘St. Peter. 
s| Answers From Scripture. 


The Pontiff's four-column let- 
}ter takes up every salient point in 
Mussolini's speech of May 13, In 
which Italy’s dictator asked the 
Chamber to ratify the Lateran ac- 
cords, answering many of them 
with chapter and verse, taken 
either from the Bible or from the 
fundamental principles of the 
Catholic Church. 

In insisting that the church's 
rights must be scrupulously fre- 
spected the Pontiff brought up 
three fundamental! points. Fore- 
most among these was his assertion 
that the church had not retreated 
one step from the position that the 
right of educating the young be- 
longs properly to it rather than to 
the Fascist State. 

The second point emphasized is 
that Mussolini several times used 
expressions absolutely contradict- 
ory to the agreed text of the con- 
cordat, which was signed Feb. 11. 
but has not yet been formally rati- 
fied by the King and the Pope. 

His third outstanding point is 
that the Lateran pact and the con- 
cordat are so closely brought to- 
gether that they must both stand 
or fall as one. 

The general tone of the let’er 
is making a deep impression on 
Catholic opinion because the Pope 
appears to reproach the head of 
the Italian Goternment, rather arf 
the supreme head of the Catholic 
Church than as a sovereign. 

In fact, he starts by saying that 
he must dissipate misunderstand- 
ings created by consideration of 
the Lateran pact as presented [to 
the Chamber.

phasizes the treaty and concordat 
and the Itallan constitution itself 
expressly state that the Catholic 
religion is the state religion. 

Taking up statements by Pre- 
mier Mussolini about  Iiberty of 
conscience and full liberty for dis- 
cussion, the Pope said this was a 
delicate question, but it was inad- 
missible that there could be abso- 
lute liberty of discussion because 
it might easily damage the faith of 
the slightly educate. “and might 
easily become a dissimulated form 
of propaganda dangerous both to 
the state and to religion.” 


Question of Education. 


The letter again advances the 
thesis that the church and not the 
state should have the right of 
training and educating the youth 
of the country. The state need fear 
nothing from the church's educa- 
tional activities, it continues, be- 
cause its virtues have been recog- 
nized by the state and family since 
the early days of Christianity. 

The epistle admits that Musso- 
lini’s motto of “A Catholic Church 
and a Fascist State” is sound, but 
only in so far as the teaching and 
practice of the latter accord with 
Catholic principles. It emphati- 
cally asserts that Italy gains enor- 
mously by Catholic marriage, more 
than the church gains. 

In the long letter the Pope does 
not once mention Mussolini by 
rame but leaves no doubt of whom 
he is really speaking. 

The fact that the letter was pub- 
lished only last night, though dated 
May 30, the day of the festival of 
Corpus Christi, is widely comment- 
ed on in Rome. It is explained 
that the Pope wishes to show that 
he postponed leaving the Vatican 
for the first time on that date and 
that no date for his emergence has 
yet been fixed because Mussolini's 
speeches offended him deeply. 

So far the Fascist press has made 
no comment on the Pope's letter.

RUSSIA AND AMERICA. 

Soviet Russia has become persona grata to Amer- 
ican big business. The other day an Associated Press 
dispatch reported contracts, running into millions, 
which the Russian Government has entered into with 
a number of American firms. Those firms are con- 
spicuous in our industrial blue book. Among them 
are the Ford Motor Co., Hugh L. Cooper Co., Radio 
Corporation of America, General Electric, Dupont de 
Nemours Co., and others of similar princely pedigree. 

The enterprise registered by those contracts re- 
veal an ambitious industrial program. The Ford 
contract, for example, is a $30,000,000 commitment 
for the purchase of cars and parts and the construc- 
tion in Russia of an automobile factory to produce 
annually 100,000 cars. The engineering genius of 
Hugh L. Cooper, remembered in St Louis as the 
builder of the Keokuk dam, is to be employed on a 
hydro-electric power plant in the Ukraine—a $100,- 
000,000 project, described as the largest in the 
world. The Dupont company is to advise technically 
in the erection of ammonia fertilizer plants. The 
arrangement with the Radio Corporation as with 
General Electric has to do with exchange of patents 
and technical information. 

It is unnecessary to say that these American busi- 
ness houses are satisfied as to the ability and dis- 
position of the soviet Government to carry out the 
contracts. The American business man is no rain- 
bow chaser. He is first of all a realist. There may 
well be speculative quality in these enterprises, but 
the element of chance is always present in under- 
takings of such dimensions. What must be apparent 
is that soviet Russia has established her credit, so 
to speak, in the hard-headed judgment of our credit 
experts. And that, we submit, is a tremendous ad- 
vance from the position of a few years ago which 
Mr. Charles E. Hughes, when Secretary of State,

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FIRST AID FOR JURORS. 

Circuit Judge Rosskopf has proposed, before a 

general session of the city’s Circuit Judges, the 
printing of a “handy book” for jurors, a pamphlet in 
layman’s language setting forth the duties of jurors, 
apd including a gloseary of legal terms translated 
into English as it is spoken by the citizenry at large. 
Judge Rosskopf's proposal has been referred to a 
a committee for consideration. 
The booklet, we believe, would be a distinct ad- 
vantage to jurors. Courts in several states have 
sanctioned the distribution of such pamphlets, so the 
precedent has been set, and that should please the 
lawyers. It is all too obvious that when a jury 
meets behind closed doors, it is not quite certain just 
what is expected of it or how it should proceed. The 
legal terminology, the sometimes too complicated in- 
structions, the objections of attorneys during trial, 
and countless other technicalities are more apt to 
befuddile the citizen than to aid him in the serious 
duty before him. Any help Judge Rosskopf's pro- 
posed handy book would give him would aid jus- 
tice. And such clarification might, to some extent, 
make the layman less prone to escap@ court duty. 
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It is said the Missouri Legislature refused to let 
Women serve on juries because it was feared they 
would swat persons charged with violating the dry 
laws. The State patrol bifl was aiso beaten because 
it was feared highway police would become snoopers 
for the soda-poppers. So that in one way and another 
prohibition was usually present and answering to 
roll call when the Assembly met. 
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SENATOR McCAWLEY ON TERMINABLE PERMITS. 

Senator McCawley was one of those whe voted to 
set the St. Louis charter aside and give the street 
railway company a perpetual franchise in the guise 
of a terminable permit, and he defends it. 

He advances the grotesque theory that after the 
terminable permit has been tried in St. Louis the 
Legislature will extend its blessings to the rest of 
the State. The terminable permit, he says, facilitates 
financing of a utility, which we have never ques- 
tioned. What we have questioned is the wisdom of 
letting the reorganizers of the street car company 
finance their deal at such great cost to the public— 
perpetual monopoly of mass transportation. The 
Laclede Gas Light Company has a perpetual fran- 
chise in the City of St. Louis. By this practice the 
utilities entirely escape the city’s control. They there- 
fore cannot be penalized for abusing their privileges. 
When Mayor Miller attempted to chastise the Laciede 
for inflicting upon the people an exorbitant rate by 
revoking its charter he found himself powerless. 

As for the Legislature extending the biessings of 
the terminable permit to the rest of the State, we 
doubt it. The Legislature discussed the matter thor- 
oughly when the terminable permit bill was up. 
Senator Morgan and others clearly saw and said 
that a terminable permit would amount to a fran-

The Constitution says« 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be ap- 
portioned among the several states which may 
be included within this Union. according to their 
respective numbers, which shall be determined 
by adding to the whole number of free persons, 
including those bound to service for a term of 
years, and excluding Indians not taxed, three- 
fifths of all other persons. 

There is nothing in this section to indicate that 
the founders had in mind any distinction whatever 
between aliens and citizens. The only distinction 
they did make, that is, between free and slave, is now 
an anachronism. They even included indentured serv- 
ants among those to be counted, as well as three- 
fifths of the slave population. Accordingly, opposition 
to the action of the House of Representatives tenta- 
tively excluding aliens, is properly based on the let- 
ter and spirit of the Constitution, 

We do not think the courts would ever consent to 
an interpretation of the Constitution which would 
deny representation in Congress to residents in this 
country, whether they are citizens or not, and espe- 
cially to great numbers of potential citizens. 

What we are witnessing in. Congress is the last

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PROTECTION THAT KILLS. 

The United States exported automotive products 
in April to the value of $66,686,635. This was less by 
$12,000,000 than the March record, but the volume 
of $264,000,000 for the first four months of the 
present year exceeded that of the corresponding 
period in 1928 by $89,000,000. Looked at from an- 
other angle, here is a sales story of better than 
$2,000,000 a day, which qualifies, we believe, as 
fairly gripping business literature. 

Just how long the foreign consumption of our au- 
tomobiles will employ American labor at home we 
do not undertake to say. Anxiety is widely felt, 
however, lest the present tariff bill, if enacted into 
law, organize something like a world boycott against 
American goods. The possibility of such reaction 
was considered in an address by Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia University, who charged Repub- 
lican protectionists of the Hawley school with be-, 
trayal of the economic doctrine of Hamilton, Lin- 
coln, Garfield and McKinley “of the Buffalo speech.”

Russian Industry and Its Ills 


Russia, which once subsisted largely on agriculture and mining, has now gone in for 
industry, and many new factories may be observed engaged -full blast in pro- 
duction; but Russia lacks capital and expert technicians, and cost of production 


is in many cases much too high. 


From “Dreiser Looks at Russia,” by Theodore Dreiser. 


N various sections of Russia are fascinat- 
| ing centers for this and that—along the 

Northern or Arcite shore for fisheries 
and -furs; in Northern Siberia for furs and 
lumber and grain; in Kuzbas and the Do- 
netz Basin.for everything relating to coal, 
steel, iron, salt, manganese and various 
necessary and related chemicals. [In Baku, 
or Trans-Caucasia rather, oil; in Kasakstan 
horses and wool; in the Cautasus proper 
wine; in the principal large cities, such as 
Kharkov, Keiv, Rostov, Saratov, Moscow 
and Leningrad and all the Northern and 
near Western cities manufactories of all 
such things as clothing, rubber goods, fur- 
niture, utensils and what not else. 
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In short, in traveling here and there in 
Russia—and always over enormous spaces, 
as it seemed to me—lI was constantly pass- 
ing in this place and that—and always in 
the flattest and most windswept of areas, 
as it seemed to me—the newest and most 
startling groups of manufacturing build- 
ings, their various chimneys belching smoke 
or fire, and being told on inquiry that this 
or that was being made here—glassware 
or furniture or pottery or electric power or 
rubber or tobacco. Or that in this great 
bullding telephones were being made; in that 
one flax rugs or rope; again here a re- 
fined type of linen toweling or sheeting, or 
both; and there farming machinery, or tin 
cans. And, of course, in many places—but 
principally in the two regions previously 
‘eferred to—enormous steel and iron plants, 


In Moscow, Leningrad, Kharkov, Odessa 
and elsewhere were not only huge rubber 
but cloth and furniture factories; alse great 
plants for the manufacture of engines, cars 
trucks, farming machinery, shoes, paints, 
sawed and shaped lumber, silks, candy, 
canned goods, and foodstuffs of all F’nds.

window blazing and apparently hundreds 
and hundreds of employes at work. And 
this, I was told, was undeniably the case. 
For having but a given amount of machin- 
ery in certain fields, it was necessary to 
make the most of {t; in cther words, to run 
the plant at top speed, as many as three 
shifts a day in order to supply even partial- 
ly an under-supplied public with what it 
was waiting for. In addition new plants 
hourly being built and always where pos- 
sible close either to the raw materials re- 
quired or the regions they are intended to 
supply. Hence factories in new and strange 
places; complete Government control of 
—— adjusting all this without 4iffi- 
culty. 
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thorized copy of the Ford), also special 
machinery on order. Not being of a me- 
chanical turn, the plant, to me at ieast, 
was more or less meaningless. And while 
the director, as usual, painted a fair pic- 
ture of progress, I could not quite believe 
it, since previously 1 had been informed 
that orders for engines were even then be- 
ing given to the Baldwin Locomotive Co.

The em- 
phasis is always—and first—on the rights 
and proper care of labor, which se@med 
to me at that time at least to be much too 
heavy. There should have been, as 1 saw 
it, much more emphasis on the productive 
power, technique, skill and speed of the 
workers, less on the rights and comfort of 
labor. But then Russia is for the working- 
man—his ease ind comfort at this present 
time and none other. (I only hope he truly 
appreciates what is being done for him.) 
Put this supervision by labor burdens every 
industry in the land, and, as I heard, hin- 
ders intelligent technical direction from 
wherever it may be derived. Over every 
technical director is an ordinary and often 
‘uninformed iabor official with final labor 
ruthority. Nonetheless, al! factories are by 
no means poorly conducted. You find 
many, as in the case of the tobacco fac- 
tories in Rostov and Kiev, the stee! and 
!ron works in Kiev and Kharkov, the candy, 
bread and furniture factories in Moscow, 
Leningrad, Nijni-Novgorod, and elsewhere, 
that appeared to me, at least, to be inter- 
esting specimens of wha’ well-conducted 
factories slteuld be—clean. busy, well-man- 
aged and productive.

The hock shop has 
become a “loan service bureau,” 
and this financial plan and that 
philanthropic banker providing 
money at easy rates sounded the 
doom, 


There are still a few of those 
places where bells ring over doors 
to guide unsteady feet at night 
and where windows feature such 
depressing unredeemed pledges as 
wedding rings, baby carriages and 
invalid chairs. Yet these are pat- 
ronized chiefly by chronic drift- 
ers and petty thieves. 


Uptown, many of the new pawn- 
shops have gone modernistic. They 
lodge high in skyscrapers and are 
distinguished by a single gilded 
word on the door: “Loans.” The 
up-to-date pawn broker believes 
many respectable and honest peo- 
ple frequently need cash but «0 
not want acquaintances to know It. 


In the high-class pawnshop these 
days there are no booths where the 
unfortunate go to have thir 
pledges appraised... There are no 
windows painted black to scre2n 
off views of passers-by. The cus- 
tomer is waited upon as he is in 
the well regulated jewelry store, 


His pledged article is taken to a 
room in the rear. There is noth- 
ing about the establishment to in- 
dicate its brokerage aspect. There 
are counters of jewelry and win- 
dows are modegtly decorated, in 
contrast to the old jinkle-jumble of 
plainly priced pledges. Indeel, 


few realize such places are pawn- 
shops. 


O* PARK ROW is— or at least 


was a few weeks ago—a pawn- 
shop whose windows are unbarred, 
save when closed. Its protection is 
a gentleman with r protruding jaw 
who to all appearances conducts 
a news and fruit stand at the side 
of the entrance.

An alarm 
buzzer signal system is always in 
readiness. He stopped three rob- 
bers on the wing, and the place 
was never molested again.

He declined to comment on the 
| legal question of priority as be- 
tween the Alexanderson and Schloe- 
milch-Von Brunk patents, but Col. 
'J I. McMullen, in charge of patents 
i\for the Judge Advocate General of 
ithe Navy, gave testimony on that 
'point. He said he had studied the 
question of priority. 

“My conclusion was that the 
Schloemilch-Von Brunk patent 
antedates the Alexanderson pat- 
ent,” he declared. 

Members of the committee then 
recalled that the Radio Corporation 
} had sued a number of independent 
manufacturers, charging infringe- 
ment, and the defendants made 4 
defense on the ground that the 
principle of that patent was antici- 
pated in the German patent now 
owned by the navy. But in none 
'of those cases did the Navy De- 
| partment intervene to support the 
| claimed priority of its own patent. 
although appeals were made to it. 
Senator Dill disclosed that he had 
|urged such action on both the 
navy and the Department of Jus- 
tice, without effect. 
| Col. McMullen admitted that he 
'could not explain this apathy on 
the part of former Attorney-Gen 
eral Sargent and former Secretary 
(of the Navy Wilbur. He intimated, 
_bowever, that a different attitude 
'might be taken by Attorney-Gen 
| eral Mitchell. In reply to a ques- 
|tion, he said that if the priority of 
ithe navy patent could be estab- 
/lished in the courts, the Govern- 
ment virtually would change places 
| with the Radio Corporation as the 
dominating factor in the radio pat- 
ent field. 

Navy Would Make No Change. 
The effect would be, he said, 
that the navy would license prac- 
i tically all reputable manufacturers 
‘to use the patent, without charge, 
in exchange for the Navy's right 
to use patents controlled by those 
companies.

royalties which it now exacts from 
other manufacturers. These royal-

Great Britain is to receive $99,- 
567,000 annually, to be applied al- 
most entirely to war debt coverage. 

It will receive an average an- 
nual payment of $50,260,000, prac- 
tically all war debt coverage. 
$27,000,000 to Belgium Annually. 

Belgium's annual average  re- 
ceipts from the settlement will be 
$27,393,000. Jugo-Slavia is next 
on the list with $19,056,000 as her 
annual share. 

The United States comes next 
with an average of $15,721,000. In 
addition, Washington will receive 
$9,528,000 annually from the thir- 
ty-seventh to the fifty-second ;ear 
to cover the remainder of unsatis- 
fied claims. 

Rumania, Greece, Portugal, Ja- 
pan and Poland share between 
them the remaining $13,815,000 
of the total Germany is to pay. 


German-Belgian Negotiations Ex- 
pected to Begin Monday.

BRUSSELS, June 6.—Negotia- 


tions between Belgium and Ger- 
many on the German marks ques- 
tion will start in Brussels on Mon- 
day and are expected to be con- 
cluded by the end of the week. 

The basis of the discussions will 
be the Belgian demand for 37 an- 
nuities each of 25,000,000 marks 
(about $6,000,000). This is stat- 
ed here to représent 925,000,000 
gold marks, as against 6,000,000,- 
000 paper marks which the Bel- 
gians declare were left in circula- 
tion after the German evacuation. 

(A gold mark is worth about 
24 cents.)

MAY LIVE LONG LIVES 


Science Now Thinks Mesathori- 
um Might Have Affected 
Women and Can Be 
Thrown Off. 


NEW YORK, June 6.—The hope 
of a long life is held out to five 
women who never expected to see 
the dawn of June 1, 1929. 

They are the five so-called “ra- 
dium victims” who sued the United 
States Radium Corporation of Or- 
ange, N, J.. charging that in paint- 
ing luminous watch dials they had 
contracted’a poison which would 
prove fatal within a year. 

Medical testimony backed them 
up; the physicians agreed that 
when the women pointed the paint 
brushes with their mouths they 
contracted a malady for which no 
cure was known. On the strength 


.| of the experts’ assertions that the 


women had only a year to live, 
the radium corporation settled the 
suit out of court, giving each of 
the women $10,000 in cash and $50 
a month as long as they lived. 

Now science has made a second 
guess, expressing the opinion that 
it might have been mesathorium 
instead of radium which seeped 
into the women’s systems. If the 
poison substance was mesathorium, 
physicians said, it might be pos- 
sible for the women gradually to 
throw off the poison and live to 
an old age. 

Meanwhile the women told how 
they spent what they thought 
would be the last year of their 
lives.

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NOT ENOUGH GOLD IN BANKS 
FOR EASY MONEY POLICY 


NEW YORK, June 6.—The bank- 
ing system does not hold enough 
gold to warrant any deliberate pol- 
icy of easy money at this season of 
the year, states the American 
Bankers’ Association Journal today 
in its business review. 

“Money rates continue to be ab- 
normally high and as yet there has 
been found no solution to the prob- 
lem of over-expanded credit,” the 
magazine states. 

“Some liquidation is taking place 
in the stock market, which, if car- 
ried far enough, would result in 
more normal rates for money, but 
meanwhile the tight rates prevail- 
ing have killed the mortgage and 
industrial bond market, for both 
domestic and foreign issues, the lat- 
ter constituting a threat to Ameri- 
can export trade that to date does 
not appear to have received the at- 
tention that it deserves.” 

As for industry, the Journal 
states that the almost unprecedent- 
ed rate of activity in major indus- 
tries is being carried into the sum- 
mer season, 

“Steel mill operations have shown 
no let down from capacity rate; 
automobile production has broken 
all records, and building construc- 
tion, after a considerable slump, has 
apparently recovered to a level not 
far below last year. Employment 
is general at high wages and all in- 
dexes of activity make a fcvorable 
showing. 

“Distribution of merchandise 
seems to have kept pace with pro- 
duction, despite the late spring 
weather, which has‘retarded trade 
somewhat. This widespread pace- 
making of business in most of its 
branches has been accompanied by 
very patisfactory earnings, a tabula- 
tion of 700 corporation reports for 
the first quarter of the year mak- 
ing a gain of 25 per cent over 1928. 
Industrial and trading companies 
were 39 per cent ahead, railroads 
19 and public utilities about 15 per 
cent.”

HE gentle art of nagging has 
T at last ‘een publicly. put in its 
proper place. For nagging, it 
develops, is a hungry wolf in the 
guise of a chattering but harmless 
magpie, and there is nothing gen- 
tle about it save that only on oc- 
casion does the nagger resort to 
pistols, knives, axes and bombs. 
Like ‘the evil eye of the ancients 
or the hypnotic powers that en- 
grossed the seekers after malign 
mysterious forces in the late un- 
lamented %°’90s, nagging is now 
charged with strange crimes: such 
as ruining the digestion of its vic- 
tims, the naggees, so to speak, or 
pushing them to the point of nerv- 
ous exhaustion or physical emacia- 
tion wherat work becomes an intol- 
erable burden and happiness im- 
possible, or still further contribut- 
ing to the cause of murders and 
other illegal works of violence. 


The latest arraignment of this 
torture that many have so long 
considered the particular right of 
tired housewives was voiced the 
other day in London. Dr. Bernard 
Hollander, speaking before the 
South Place Ethical Society, arose 
to declare that ‘“‘one is just as like- 
ly to have dyspepsia from the nag- 
ging of a wife or a husband as from 
gastric ulcer.” And he went on to 
assert that ill health resulted far 
more often from “pin pricks and 
petty annoyances,” i. e., nagging, 
than from the real misfortunes of 
life. 

Anxiety, anger and fear, induced 
by sarcasm, criticism and carping 
gibes, he said in effect, introduced 
into the subject’s blood stream 
“one of the most powerful of 
poisons."" Poisons as potent, he 
added, if taken in the same de- 
gree, as those you buy in the bot- 
tle colorfully marked with skull 
and crossbones.

ERFECTLY willing to agree 
Pina: nagging was a most terri- 

ble thing to endure—I served 
my time, let me confess, as a nag- 
gee—I was a little astonished to 
learn that verbal! pin pricking was 
so near a crime, considering its 
consequences.

Vernon, N. Y. Peacox confessed 
to having killed his wife in their 
home, saying he had attempted to 
burn the body to hide his guilt. He 
told a story of nagging on both 
sides that had caused him and his 
wife to separate, and driven him 
into a fatal rage just before the 
killing.

R. WILDWOOD explained that 
[):: far as susceptibility to ac-

that new human contacts begin to 
be made, and that a vital curious 
human organism begins to toddle 
out into the world. 


The first thing—the contacta— 
means that the child “catches” the 
diseases of the rest of the world— 
at least he catches the diseases 
that are catching—the contagious 
digeases. . After the. individual has 
been in the world a little while 
(about 15 years) he has had, one 
way or another, about all ‘the in- 
fectious diseases there are and has 
acquired an immunity to them. It 
is rare to see adults with measies 
or diphtheria, unless they have 
lived in places away from frequent 
human contacts. In the army we 
found when a new draft came in 
that the boys from the farms and 
rural communities came down with 
measles during the first few weeks 
in camp. It was rare to find a city 
boy succumb to such diseases. But 
the boys from the farm were mak- 
ing their first set of multiple hu- 
man contacts which the city boys 
had made during childhood.
